REPORT OF THE COMPTROLLER AND AUDITOR GENERAL. 

1. The foregoing Accounts which, under the directions of the Treasury, have 
been rendered to me and examined in my Department, are correct. 

2. The Fee Fund consisted of sums paid by certain county and other local 
bodies in Ireland for the audit of their Accounts, and out of the sums so paid 
the Auditors were remunerated. As indicated in paragraph 3 of the Report of 
the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Account of the Vote for the Local 
amrp. mm p.nt Board, Ireland, 1887-88 (Class II., Vote 38), the Accounts of this 
Fund have never been examined in my Department. 

3. The total amount available and allocated for distribution under Section 8 
of the Irish Universities Act, 1908, was 14,0441. 2s. 6 d. surplus of the Fee Fund, 
and 1251. Is. interest on the balances at the Bank of Ireland, or 14,1 69Z. 3s. 6d. 
in all. Of this sum 2,1471. 9s. 9 d. has been issued to the several Universities 
and Colleges, leaving 12,0211. 13s. 9d. in the hands of the Under Secretary for 
Ireland, as allocated for further distribution to these institutions. 

The total expenditure by the Universities and Colleges amounted to 1,8671. Is. 2d., 
leaving balances to the extent of 2801. 8s. 'id. in all in the hands of their authorities. 

The total amount unexpended on 31st October 1909 was thus 12,302Z. 2s. 4 d.
